These ACCOUNTS are correctly stated and vouched. 

The Coals in the City Quay Yard being stated to have decreased above 76 Tons, we examined the 
Director and his Pay Clerk, who deposed, that the City Quay Yard was cleared out during the- period 
of this Account, and that the deficiency stated was then ascertained. This Yard had not been cleared 
out since 1792, and the deficiency is imputed to an accidental Fire which consumed an unascertained 
quantity of Coals in 1794; to damage done by the bursting of a Sewer, which laid the Yard under 
water, and caused a considerable waste, and partly by the Consumption of Coal for above twenty-one 
years in the Office of the Yard. Np fresh supply of Coals has been laid into the City Quay Yard 
since it was cleared out. 

The Balance stated at the foot of the Cash Aecount, has been paid into the Treasury sin:e the 
period of this Account, or has been duly expended by the Director.

The Earl of Rosse stated, that Parliament by a Clause in the Act of the 54th of the King had 
granted a Sum of £.18,244. for the purpose of erecting a Pier at Dunmore Harbour- and 
that his Excellency the Lord Lieutenant bad committed the management thereof to the Post- 
masters General ; that their Lordships, under the approbation of the Lord Lieutenant, accented 
of the voluntary Services of Mr. Grubb, to co-operate as overseer in the completion of the same 
and in superintendence of the expenditure. 



Mr. Grubb affirmed the just and fair Expenditures upon this Account, which has been 
borated by the Affirmation of Mr. John Rorke, Pay Clerk. 






In obedience to bis Excellency the Lord Lieutenant’s commands, we have made due examination 
into the Expenditures, by Contract and Labour, and find that the contract work has been done upon 
the most favourable terms for the Public, and that the various works of Blacksmiths, Labourers, 
Horse-hire and Quarrying, have been carried on at nearly one-fourth less than similar works at 
Howth Harbour. 



Mr. Nimmo has deposed that the Sum which will be requisite for the completion of the original 
Plan for this Harbour, “ with squared Masonry from Low Water only ; the additional expense of 
f "hich, with all the strength that the last winter has shown to be necessary, will not probably 
** excee d £• 5,000,” over and above the original grant of £.18,244. 16*.; but Mr. Nimmo has 
stated to us, that he has given into Government Plans of more extended Improvements for this 
Harbour, which he conceives will be highly valuable both for England and Ireland, should it 
please Parliament to adopt any of them.

We examined the Master of the Hospital, who is also a Governor, the Matron and Housekeeper, 
•who severally deposed that the Account was just and true. 

The Register, who made up this Account, is dead. The Vouchers to support it were in his 
custody. The Master and Governor of the Hospital deposed, that before the Seal of the Corpora- 
tion was affixed to the Account, the several Items were examined by a Committee of Governors, 
to whom Vouchers were produced to support these Items. 

The Vouchers for the Salaries of the Clerk and Organist for the July and October quarters, 
£. 3 for each of these quarters to the former, and £. 5 to the latter, have been lost or mislaid by 
the late Register ; but as Receipts in full for the subsequent December quarter from these 
persons have been produced to us, we have not disallowed the former Payments stated to have 
been made to them. 

We have made several final Disallowances, the reasons for which are stated on the engrossed 
Account. The Accountants, will receive Credit for the temporary Disallowance of £. 4,000, 
paid by .them for the purchase of an House, as soon as proper Deeds of Conveyance are nroduced’ 
to our Office. ' 

No state of the Balance has been subjoined to the present Account; we called upon the 
Governors to furnish one, and it was intimated to us, by a letter from their present Register, that 
the person who was in that Office at the period of the present Account, and who should have 
furnished it, had died, leaving his Accounts in a confused *tate; but that the present Register, 
who is but recently appointed, would have the proper Statements subjoined to next year’s Account!
